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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Amended Claim 50 after final, brings up a new issue simply because it depends on a cancelled claim, thus 
has antecedent basis issues 

Amended Claim 69 after final has 35 USC 112 and 101 issues similar to that stated in the final office action mailed 07/26/2005. The 
claimed "information storage means" is vague and indefinite, not supported enough by the specification. The specification, e.g., page 10, 
lines 10-15, cite the information storage means being read by a computer, but lacks anything that gives any structural component to the 
means. The information stroage means can range from a carrier wave to memory on a chip. Being that it can be a carrier wave, this 
also brings about the 101 issues since the storage means is nontangibly embodied in the claims.,. 
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
